AUBURN, Ala.—-Figures com- 
piled here show that the “live-at- 
home” program sponsored by Ala- 
bama county agents has resulted 
in an important shifting of crop 
acreage from cotton to feed crops. 

For example, cotton acreage hag 
been reduced since 1980 by 611,- 
000 acres and the acreage planted 
to corn, hay, sorghum, sugary cane 
and cowpeas has increased during 
the same period 638,000 acres, 

In addition, cowpeas, peanuts, 
and velyet beans planted in corn 
for feed and for soil improvement 
have since 1980 increased 276,000 
acres, :

Eagerly they cocked hungry 
glances toward the great govern- 
ment buildings where thousands of 
them hope soon to have jobs. 

But over the scene hung the 
sobering thought that the new ad- 
ministration comes into power at 
one of the critical moments in the 
nation’s history, with the country 
entering the fourth year of its 
worst depression. 

The wild bullets fired by the re- 
cent assassin brought to all the 
sharp conosciousness of the trou- 
bled times and there was a visible 
note of anxiety on many faces 
today.

Practices of 
unscrupulous money changers 
stand indicted in the court of pub 
lie opinion, rejected by the hearts 
and minds of men. 

“True, they have tried, but their | 
efforts have been cast in the pat- 
tern of an outworn tradition. Fac- 
ed by failure of credit they have 
proposed only the lending of more 
money. Stripped of the lure of 
profit by which to induce our peo- 
ple to follow their false leadership 
they have resorted to exhortations, 
pleading tearfully for restored con- 
fidence. They know only the rules 
of a generation of self-seckers. 
They have no vision, and when 
there is no vision the people perish. 

“The money changers have fled 
from their high seats in the tem- 
ple of our civilization. We may 
now restore that temple to the an- 
cient truths. The measure of the 
restoration lies in the extent to 
which we apply social values more 
noble than mere monetary profit. 

“Happiness lies not in the mere 
possession of money; it lies in the 
joy of achievement, in the thrill 
of creative effort. The joy and 
moral stimulation of work no long- 
er must be forgotten in the mad 
chase of evanescent profits. These 
dark days will be worth all they 
cost ug if they teach us that our 
true destiny is not to be ministered 
unto but to minister to ourselves 
and to our fellowmen, 

“Recognition of the falsity of 
material wealth as the standard of 
success goes hand in hand with 
the abandonment of the false be- 
lief that public office and high po- 
litical position are to be valued 
only by the standards of pride of 
place and personal profit; and 
there must be an end to a conduct 
in banking and in business which 
too often has given to a sacred 
trust the likeness of callous and 
selfish wrongdoing. Small wonder 
that confidence languishes, for it 
thrives only on honesty, on honor, 
on the sacredness of obligations, 
on faithful protection, on unself- 
ish performance; without them it 
can not live, 

“Restoration calls, however, not 
for changes in ethics alone. This 
Nation asks for action, and action 
now. 

“Our greatest primary task is 
to put people to work, This is no 
unsolvable problem if we face it 
wisely and courageously. It can 
be accomplished in part by direct

Otootan Is Best 
Soybean For Hay 


AUBURN, Ala.—Otootan con- 
tinues to lead as the best variety 
of soybeans for hay in Alabama, 
according to J. C, Lowery, exten- 
sion agronomist of the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, who stresses 
the importance of soybeans as a 
crop for hay, grazing, and soil im- 
provement. 

A five-year test conducted by 
the Experiment Station at Auburn 
gives the Otootan, Biloxi, Chiquita, 
Tarheel Black, Mammoth Yellow, 
and Laredo as the six leading vari- 
eties in yield of hay. The Otoo- 
tan and Chiquita have fine stems 
and produce hay of excelient 
quality while the Laredo has shown 
good production on land infested 
with cotton wilt, Mr. Lowery said. 

He is suggesting that farmers se- 
cure seed now in preparation for 
planting.

That is why 
our constitutional system has prov- 
ed itself the most superbly endur- 
ing political mechanism the mod- 
ern world has produced, It has 
met every stress of vast expansion 
of territory, of foreign wars, of 
bitter internal strife, of world re- 
lations. 

“Tt is to be hoped that the nor- 
mal balance of executive and leg- 
islative authority may be wholly 
adequate to meet the unprecedent- 
ed demand and need for undelay- 
ed action may call for the tempo- 
rary departure from that normal 
balance of public procedure. 

“T am prepared under my con- 
stitutional duty to recommend the 
measures that a stricken nation in 
the midst of a stricken world may 
require. These measures, or such 
other measures as the Congress 
may build out of its experience 
and wisdom, T shall seek, within 
my constitutional authority, to 
bring to speedy adoption. 

“But in the event that the Con- 
gress shall fail to take one of these 
two courses, and in the event that 
the national emergency is still crit-

Our Committee which investi- 
gated the jail find that the drain 
pipes from the jail floors are com- 
pletely stopped up, and this needs 
to be remedied as early as pos- 
sible, because of the fact that pol- 
luted water standing in these 
drains is liable to cause 
among the prisoners confined in the 
jail. There are several other minor 
repairs needed, but it is our in- 
formation that these repairs have 
been made known to the Commis- 
sioners Court and we understand 
that they are going to be made 
at once, 

We find the books and records 
of the county officials are neatly 
and accurately kept, and that the 
bonds of the county officers are 
in proper form and amply secured. 

There are several small leaks in 
the court-house, also window panes 
which need replacing. These de- 
fects have been brought to the at- 
tention of the Commissioners 
Court, so we are informed. The 
Grand Jury recommends their im- 
mediate repair, together with the 
repairing of the court-house clock, 
which can be done at very little 
expense. 

The roads of the County are in

We are well supplied with P.O.J. 


‘cane and we have it all planted. 


We also have some cayina cane, 
and we were about to give it away 
when we received a letter from a 
friend whe told us that it is the 
finest thing at all for cow feed. 
We are planting about one acre 
and we expect to save it all for 
feed. It is my plan to cut it and 
shock it in the field so the fodder 
will dry and then we will haul it 
out and pile it under a large shel- 
ter. We can run it through our 
chopper and feed it any time dur- 
ing the winter months. ‘This has 
been done and it works nicely. It 
takes a mighty hard freeze to in- 
jure it after it has been dried out 
for a few weeks, This might be 
as good or better than a trench 
silo, as the cane will be fresh in- 
stead of sour. We are going to 
have a trench silo, all right, but 
“we are also going to shock and 
have some cayina cane. 
* * * 

l’ll tell you how you can have 
a few cash dollars carly this sum- 
mer if you want them. Select a 
piece of land that is sandy, warm 
natured, and plant it in white dent 
corn. This should be done early 
and the corn should be well fer- 
tilized and worked often. As soon 
as the corn is mature cut it and 
shock it in the field in small shocks 
so it will dry quickly, and as soon 
as it will do freak the corn and 
feed the stalks. The corn should 
be thoroughly dried and then car- 
ried to mill. You will be the first 
man in the community to have new, 
white meal and it will sell for a 
good price. There is a shortage 
of corn in Alabama this year, and 
meal will be searce and high by 
July ist. You could plant two 
acres in| this way and get 20 to 30 
bushels of corn and the meal would 
bring you $20.00 to $30.00 at a 
time when money is scarce.

New Bili Would Extend 
Federal Land Bank Loans 


The following statement con- 
cerning the passage by the lower 
house of congress of the Fletcher- 
Steagall bill providing for the ex- 
tension of payments on mortgages 
in Federal Land Banks has been 
received from Hon. Henry B, Stea- 
gall, representative of this district 
in congress and co-author of the 
bill: 

“The house today adopted the 
Conference report embodying final 
form of the Fletcher-Steagall bill 
providing for the extension of pay- 
ments on mortgages in Federal 
Land Banks and requiring exten- 
sions made to be spread over a 
period of ten years in equal annual 
amounts. The bill prevents banks 
from taking chattel mortgages to 
secure delinquent installments and 
requires the banks to apply to new 
loans or extension of payments the 
balance left over out of the fund 
of One Hundred and Twenty-Five 
million dollars ($125,000,000) pro- 
vided in the bill passed during the 
former session of Congress. 
| “The measure also permits loans 
| to be made te individual borrowers 
to the maximum amount .of Fif- 
teen Thousand dollars,”
